Claims 9 and 23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 as being unpatentable over 
Fujitsu in view of Zejda; Claims 1-13 stand rejected under §103 as unpatentable over 
Fujitsu in view of Zejda and further in view of Inoue; Claim 24 stands rejected under 
§103 as being unpatentable over Fujitsu in view of Zejda and further in view of 
Wegmann. The claims cannot be rejected on these bases for the following reasons.
